Ohi- 
nese into English, and English into Ohi- 
nese, and the examinors- will also set 
papers to test the candidates’ general 
knowledge and their capacity for official 
work. As on the previous occasion, the | 
Examiners will lay before the Governor 
the names of the three candidates whom 
they may determine to be the best, and 
from “these three. the Governor ‘will 
select the person to be appointed. We 
notice, by the way, that of the three 
examiners appointed not one is a meme 


| ber of the Board of .Examiners of ‘tho 


Colony. This seems:to us to be.some- 
what remarkable, ‘especially as there 
are several members of the Board singu- 
larly well fitted to make such a selection 
as the one in question, _We do not pre- 
tend to know the reason of this seeming 
anomaly, or what are the feelings of 
the Boerd of Examiners on the. subject, 
but, viewing the matter from a public 
stand-point, we should not be greatly 
surprised to hear shortly of the rexigna- 
tion of the whole Board of Examiners.

An inquest was held this afternoon 25th) 
at the Government Civil Hospitel by .
